Eight 4-H Club members have received special "Ton Litter Activity Awards" from 
the University of Illinois. These awards are based on the average weight of pigs in 
a litter at 56 days of age. 

Jean Long of the Prairie Hustlers 4-H Club of Prairie Green township had the 
heaviest litter in Iroquois County. His litter of 10 pigs averaged 50 lbs. at 56 
days of age. Carl Echard is the local leader of this club. 

Bert Orcutt of the Claytonville 4-H Club which is under the leadership of Paul 
Ristow and Charles Smith had the second heaviest litter at the end of the 56 day 
period, His litter of 9 pigs averaged 4341/3 lbs. on the 56th day. 

Merle Lemenager of the L'Erable 4+H Cardinals had the third heaviest litter. 

His litter of 8 pigs averaged 48-5/8 lbs. This club is under the leadership of 
Ulysses Lemonager. 

Robert Meyer of the Crescent City 4-H Club had the fourth heaviest litter at 
the end of 56 days. His litter of 10 pigs averaged 57.3 lbs. This is a third litte 
produced by one of Robert's sows. Each of the two previous litters have weighed more 
than one ton at 6 months of age. 

John Harms is the local leader of the Crescent City club. 

Other 4-H Club membérs who qualified for certificates which are being issued 
by the University of Illinois are Ralph Reutter of Cissna Park Go-Getters, under the 
leadership of Robert Wrictan, Reutter's 7 pigs weighed 326 lbs. at 56 days of age or

This is the first year that the University of Illinois has 
recognized the project as an official 4-H Club project. 
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S. B. MEAL REPLACES TANKAGE 

One of the most common questions asked by farmers today is, "What protein con-: 
centrate should I feed my hogs?" 

"Soybean meal is replacing most of the tankage or meat scrap and in some cases 
all of it for hogs on many Illinois farms," according to E. T. Robbins of the Univer 
sity of Illinois. Experiments show that soybean meal with minerals may replace all 
the tankage or meat scraps for fattening hogs on pasture. 

A good mineral mixture is limestone, bonemeal and salt 2:2:1, or just limestone 
and salt 4:1. 

With soybean meal containing 44% protein selling at $44. per ton each pound of 
protein costs 5 cents. 

When meat srap containing 55 per cent protein sells for $76. per ton, each 
pound of protein costs 6.9 cents per pound. 

If tankage containing 60 per cent protein is sold at $79. per ton, each pound 
of protein costs 6.6 cents. | 

Some farmers who have been feeding tankage may find it more advisable to feed 
one part tankage and two parts soybean meal. A pound of protein in this mixture 
Will cost 5.6 cents, 

INTERNATIONAL CORN KING 

"CG. E, Troyer, International Corn King four different times of Wabash County

BINS FOR SOYBEANS 
One carload of wooden bins for soybeans storage have already arrived at 
Crescent City. Another load is on the way. These bins hold 1590 bushels and will 


cost $190. Bins holding 770 bushels will be sold for $130. 
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CORN BORER PLOTS 
Je H. Bigger of Urbana, inspected the University corn borer demonstration plots 
of St. Anne this last week. Some very interesting results are developing. 
Corn in the plots planted May 4, as of August 1, show that 55 per cent of the 
plants have visible evidence of corn borer inoue; Corn plented May 25, inci- 


cated a 20 per cent infection as of August l. 
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hese results now indicate that a farmer can reduce his infection as much as 
oo per cent by planting three weeks later. As it now appears, Iroquois County 
farmers should; not plan to plant eet corn before the last week in May if they are 
to avoid serious infectation of their fields. 


Seven hybrids in the plots as of August 1, are showing themselbes to be very 


resistant of corn borers. There are two hybrids which seemingly are very susceptible.

Prof. Rieger during the week of August 24 to 29, 
FARM ACCOUNT FACTS 

“The capital investment on the average Iroquois County Farm, keeping farm 
accounts is $38,760", according to the July issue of Illinois Farm Economics which 
was releasei by the University of Illinois last week. 

54 forms were included in the ee County summary» The average size of 
these farus was 254 acres. 

Tend use on coonerative farms in 1941 was as follows: Corn, 32.5%; Oats 20.2%; 
Wheat 1.5%; Soyheans for grain 13%; other cultivated crops 6.4%; Legumes, hay and 
pasture 18.7%; nonlegumes, hay and pasture 7.7%. 

The average yield of crops of farm account cooperators in 1941 was as follows: 
Corn 61 bushels per acre; oats 49.8 bushels; wheat 40.6 bushels; soybeans 23.5 bushels, 

The average farmer keeping farm accounts fed $8.46 worth of feed per acre to 
livestock. For each #00 worth of feed fed, a return of $176 was realized. 


The average farmer keeping farm accounts raised 12.1 litters of pigs. The 
average return per litter was 3143. 


Horses and machinery cost per acre was $5.32. labor cost per crop acre totaled 
$6.92.An average of $1.56 per acre was spent on improvements while taxes on the 
average cost $1.50 per acre. 
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
